The subject of the poor support 
given to British cars in Hong Kong 
has aroused a good deal of interest 
in the Colony. Last week a local 
motorist ventured .some trenchant.

in British cars, This week I have 
received a letter'that discusses the 
case from a business aspect, 


Points from this letter are as 

follows: ‘‘In my experience the 
car moat suited to the needs of 
‘Hong: Kong is of 15 h.p, to 26-h.p., 
developing say 30 h.p..or 40 hip. 
A five’ "seater touring or ‘light 
saloon ‘body is the most popular. 
There are many sound American 
cars of this-class, both four and _six- 
eyclinder selling at .prices ranging 
from $1,800 (Mex.) to about 33,000, 
whereas the’ British car of corres. 
ponding power and specification will 
cost ‘roughly doubl: those: prices., 
That the American car with proper 
care and attention will not last for 
at least five years is a fallacy proved 
by experience and record. 
' “The British car may very likely 
be of finer matcrial, but it does not 
show sufficient. advantage to justify 
its far heavier eost, and it follows 
that the American car is preferred 
by the motoring public.: . 

‘ With every Wish to support the 
British. motor trade, a Hong Kong 
merchant cannot afford ‘to import 
cars that he cannong: sell and con- 
sequently he turns to the American 
cars that he can sell. ” 


“Te js not out of place to add 
that the support given by the 
American. manufacturer to his 
agents both in the way of advertis- 
ing, imformation and advice is far 
superior’ ‘to that offered” by the 
average British manufacturer.

American industry (or until he is 
protected by a tariff) it appears to 
me that American cars will continue 
to ‘predominate this market:”
